Comment by Judge. 

In passing sentence Judge Munger 
gaid: 

“J don't care to review the testi- 
mony in any of these cases. The 
verdict. of the jury is the indication 
by which the Court will be guided. 
As a stranger to your community I 
feel that you are to be congratulated, 
con@idering the large German popu- 
lation, that there are no glaring or 
flagrant instances of disloyalty to 
the United States in any of the cases 
and by a singular coincidence there 
have been no propagandists of the 


endeavor to instill the poison of trea- 
gon to our institutions in the minds 
of the people. 

“The cases here are mostly out- 
breaks of men who were excited or 
foolish. Many of them who made 
casual remarks were men who in 
ordinary conversation were express- 
ing loyalty to the United States. All 
geemed good citizens outside of the 
charge that they spoke hastily be- 
cause of being. pressed for donations 
to various causes. In two or three of 
the cases more deliberation was 
shown. 

Specifies Individual Case. 


“Mr. Elmer, by reason of his edu- 
cation and position, should have had 
more sense than to write and pyb- 
lish that the men who were going 
overseas were manacled and 
shackled for slaughter and did not 
wear the look of free men on their 
faces.

HAS LOST FOUNDATION 


Believe ‘War Time’ Measure, 
Now Up to President, May Be 
Attacked in Courts. 


By a Staff Corerspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Unless 
the President should veto the meas- 
ure, p@ohibition to last through the 
period of demobilization will become 
effective July 1 next. 

“War-time”’ prohibition has been 
| tied up with the fortunes of legisla- 
tion on two other subjects, entirély 
unrelated to the prohibition issue. A; 
a result, though the sentiment of 
both houses of Congress is strongly 
“dry,” it was not until yesterday, a 
week after the virtual ending of the 
war, that the prohibition leaders of 
the Senate succeeded in getting final 
affirmative action on their measure. 

The prohibition enactment is a 


rider on a bill “to provide further | 
for the national security and defense | 


by stimulating agriculture and facili- 
tating the distribution of agricultural 
products.” 

A “War-Time” Measure. 

Senators who oppose prohibition, 
realizing they were in the minority, 
had virtually dropped the fight by 
the time the issue came to ahead 
yesterday. One factor in their de- 
cision not to oppose the measure fur- 
ther is the belief held by some of the 
“wet’’ leaders that the bill as it 
stands is subject to attack in the 
courts. It was specifically designed 
as a “war-time” measure. The war 
is practically over. Therefore, ac- 
cording to this line of reasoning, the 
emergency on which the bill was 
based no longer exists. 

The bill provides, in amendment 
No. 13, “that, after June 30, 1919, 
until the conclusion of* the present 
war and thereafter until the termi- 
nation of demobilization, the date of 
which shall be determined and pro- 
claimed by the President of: the 
United States, for the purpose of 
conserving the man-power of the na- 
tion, and to increase efficieney in the 
production of arms, munitions, ships, 
food and clothing for the army and 
navy, it shall be unlawful to sell for 
beverage purposes any distilled spir- 
its, and during said time no distilled 
spirits held in bond shall be removed 
therefrom for beverage purposes, ex- 
cept for export.”’ : 

Beer Comes Under Ban. 

The same provision is made with 
respect to beer and wine. 

After May 1, no grains or other 
food products shall be used in the 
manufacture of beer, wine or other 
intoxicating liquors. The importation 
of wine must cease on the same date 

A penalty of imprisonment up to 
one year or a fine not to exceed 
$1000, or both, is fixed for viola- 
tion. 

The ‘same amendment carries a 
further provision under which the 
President, if he saw fit, could imme- 
diately proclaim a large portion of 
the country dry. This provision em- 
powefs the President, at any time 
after the passage of the act, to es- 
tablish dry zones “of such size as he 
may deem advisable’ about coal 
mines, munition factories, shipbuild- 
ing plants and other plants produc- 
ing war material.

TAX COMMISSION 
OF NOVALUE NOW 


Abolishment of State Board 
at Coming Session of Leg- 
islature Believed to Be 
Probable. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 19.— 
Gov. Gardner, in outlining today to 
a Post-Dispatch correspondent the 
legislation which he expects to rec- 


ommend in his message to the next | 


Missouri Legislature, which con- 
venes in January, indicated that he 
would attempt to wash his hands of 
the State Tax Commission. The com- 
mission was created two years ago at 


the Governor's insistence to equalize | 


the assessment of property and the 
collection of taxes. 

The Tax Commission has been 
very unpopular in rural Missouri, 
where the larger number of votes, 
politicians and legislators are found. 
The efforts of the commission to as- 
sess property at its actual value, as 
the law directs, has been nullified by 
the State Board of Equalization, 
which has refused to fix the assess- 
ment at the figures experts of the 
commission said was the actual vai- 
ue of the property. 

Nearly all rural members of the 
Legislature will come to Jefferson 
City pledged to their constituents to 
pass a bill abolishing the commis- 
sion, and it now appears that they 
will meet with little opposition from 
the Governor. The Governor's »os:- 
tion, as stated by him, is to “‘put the 
Tax Commission — up to the 
Legislature. by 


His position is that if the Legisla- 
ture desires to have the tax laws en-: 
forced, it must pass a bill reducing 
the tax rate 50 per cent or must fix 
the rate of assessment at 50 per cent 
or some other per cent of actual val- 
ue so that. there will be no material 
increase in: the amount of taxes 
paid. 

The Governor goes so far as to say 
that the Tax Commission is absolute- 
ly useless if the present tax laws are 
not to be enforced, and that there is

There are six gangs of prisoners

“More than 1200 acres of farming 


lands are being operated with prison

“The road building of the State, 
under the laws enacted two years 
ago,-has been retarded by the war, 
\the War Industries Board having 
| prevented the issuance of $20,000,000 
of ‘road bonds which had been voted 
by the counties.

President Wilson’s decision to go to Europe to confer | 
with the leaders of the allied nations on the peace set- 
tlement must be judged wholly on the question of ex- 
pediency and the effect his presence at the preliminary 
conference will have in reaching the right determination 
of the problems to be dealt with. 

The peace settlement is incomparably the most im- 
portant event within the scope of his action and influ- 
ence. It is of paramount importance, not only to us, 
but to the whole world—to mankind. It involves the 
harvesting of the fruits of the greatest war in history. 
It involves the establishing in international dealing of 


was fought to a finish. It involves the success or fail- 
ure of the proposed league of nations. 

As the head of the nation whose entrance into the war 
was a decisive factor in winning it and as the leader of 
the forces of democracy who defined their aims and 
purposes in war and the peace to follow it, would Mr. 
Wilson’s personal presence and counsel and influence 
be of value in gaining the ends we seek—the ends that 
will be the fruition of our hopes and desires and labors? 

It is understood that the Premiers of Britain, France 
and Italy have combined in urging the President to 
attend. Their judgment is at least worthy of weighty 
consideration. The President will be heard wherever 
he speaks—in Washington, London or Versailles. His 
power and influence will be felt as the Chief Executive 
of the United States, wherever he is. But can he make 
his power and influence more potent and give better 
effect to his ideas of a just democratic peace by cable 
or in person. 

This is the whole question. 

The President’s absence from this country will not 
be illegal or without precedent. His trip to Europe will 
be novel. It will be unusual. But the situation is novel 
and unusual. It is an epoch-making event and prece- 
dents are .of little consideration in determining vital 
questions involving the foundations of world democ- 
racy and an enduring peace, based upon new interna- 
tional relationships. Nothing that he could do in deal- 
ing with Congress for a month or so would approximate 


the terms upon which the future peace and happiness 
of mankind may depend. He can deal with Congress 
by cable. 

Suppose the President’s absence from the conference 
should result in an unsatisfactory _ settlement—what 
then? : 

In the light of the vast good and evil that might flow 
from the conference, his decision is not to _be 
lightly judged. Perhaps he and the leaders of the na- 
tions with which he must deal are the best judges of 
the conditions under which a satisfactory conclusion 
may be reached.

SENATOR REED LOOKS BACKWARD. 
Speaking of wages, Senator Reed, in a speech in the 
Senate, remarked that they will naturally be reduced as 
ihe purchasing price of the dollar, which decreased dur- 
ing the war, increases under peace conditions. He said: 


This of course will affect the price paid for labor 
in common with prices paid for other commodities. 


Has not Senator Reed got beyond that relic cf past 
labor oppression, the theory that labor is a commodity 
to be bought in the open market, like pigs and hard- 
ware, at the lowest price? Has he not yet advanced be- 
yond the inhuman idea that cheap labor is a blessiag{ 

The wages of labor may be affected by the purchasing 
price of a dollar and the prices of commodities, because 
these things affect the cost of living and the standard of 
living. All commercial compensation is more or less af- 
fected by these influences. 

Labor is human material with all the material needs 
and spiritual possibilities of mankind. It is a vital 
factor in human society and its well being is neces- 
sary to the general welfare, to human progress, to the 
material, 
tion. When labor is enslaved or suffers poverty and 
privation under the commodity theory, industrial peace 
and orderly progress are impossible. 
ed into hostile camps, with exploitation in one and an- 
archy in the other. 

Undoubtedly there will be a readjustment of wages 
and prices on the basis of peace conditions. but not on 
the theory of labor as a commodity. Labor, whatever 
may be the level of wages and prices, will recetve its just 
due in wages and conditions of work in peace as in war. 
If it does not the war for democracy and enduring peace 
will have been fought in vain. The foundation of pro- 
gressive civilization will be lacking. 

If a senatorship were a commodity what would be the 
price of a Senator who, in this day of enlightenment, 
thinks and talks of labor as a commodity? 
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Will the vogue for red flags cause an advance in the 
price of flannel undershirts like those father used to 
wear? 
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WAR POWERS AFTER A WAR. 

A bill placing a prohibition on the sale of alcoholic 
beverages, beginning June 30 next, and continuing until 
an indefinite date in the future, has passed Congress 
and with the President’s signature will become a law. 
Congress, of course; has no power under the Constitytion 
to make such an enactment. If it had such power, a Fed- 
eral amendment on the subject would not now be pend- 
ing before the Legislatures of the country. The only 
shadow of legality attaching to the bill arises from far- 
fetched interpretations on the extent of the extra con- 
stitutional war powers of Congress. But this bill did 
not gain the approval of Congress until the war from 
which a temporary extension of the congressional power 
is theoretically derived had already reached a de facto 
end. By its own terms the bill does not take effect until 
a date long after any probable time when the actual de 
jure end of that war will have been reached. Assumption 
of authority by Congress.usider the war power theory 


has gone on to an extent never dreamed of in former 


wars. But can it assume that war powers continue far 


beyond the end of a war as fixed by fact and by official | 


determination? Is there no limit to war power in scope 
/or in time? 

This bill is to remain in effect until the troops are de- 
mobilized. How long is that? Some of them may never 
be demobilized. Congress has passed other bills that 
were only an encouragement to lawsuits. The force 
and body of this bill seem to be to encourage Federal] 
litigious activity on perhaps the most widespread scale 
ever known.

does not seem to us that the peace 
conference will call for the attendance 
of the President of the United States. 
He is expected to send delegates, not to 
go himself. However frequently it may 
be pointed out; here and abroad, that he 
is our Prime Minister, he is much more 
than that. In fact and in title he is the 
actual head of the state. There will be 
no member of that conference whom, 
communications of amity and 
good will, he would address as “great 
and good friend.” The people of the 
United States will not be able to dismiss 
from their minds the feeling that there 
would be something of unseemliness in 
his taking part in a council where 
questions will be argued, positions be at- 
tacked and defended, differences of view 
“thrashed out,” as the saying goes. That 
is the function of delegates speaking as 
representatives of their Governments. 
We are accustomed to feel that when 
the President speaks, he speaks with 
authority. It is not quite the thing that 
he should engage in argument, much 
less in such controversies as will nat- 
urally arise in the discussion by the 
conference of the multitude of questions 
it must decide. If the President is not 
to take part in the deliberations, but is 


‘to attend as a distinguished visitor, the 
country would feel that it is not worth 
while.

German Socialist Leadcrs.

ITTLE reason exists for the as- 

sumption that the Independent So- 
‘clalists, who share with the Majority So- 
Gialists the new rule in Germany, are 
the “Bolsheviki”’ of Germany. The Rus- 
sian Bolshevists antedate the war by 
more than 10 years. When the Russian 
Socialists in 1903 split into Bolshevists, 
or Majority, and Menshevists, or Minor- 
ity, it was because Bolshevism already 
stood for its present ideals—the imposi- 
tion of a drastic social revolution by 
force. The origin of the German In- 
dependents shows no such issue upon 
Socialist doctrine or tactics. The Ger-} 
man Socialist party entered the war 
united and remained formally united un- 
til 1916, when the Independents. split 
off on the policy of supporting the war. 
As a matter of fact, until the end came, 
Hugo Haase, as parliamentary leader of 
the Socialists, continued to support polli- 
cies imposed upon him by the majority 
against his personal convictions. Once 
the break came, it was natural that ex- 
tremist tendencies should become ac- 
centuated among the Independents. But 
men like Ledebour and Haase have re- 
pudiated the Bolshevist philosophy and 
tactics. Thus even among the Indepen- 
dents a probable majority is anti-Bol- 
shevist. Gertainly, when we find among 
the Indepenfents a man like Eduard 
Bernstein, famous as the leader of the 
Revisionists before the war, if is impoe-

Rationalism encounters 
its greatest obstacles where the dis- 
placement of superstition would af- 
fect the fortunes of a great many peo- 
ple who are upheld by some such no- 


tion as that kings rule by divine right.. 


Autocracy makes human society some- 
thing like leaded glass, you gqan’t 
throw a brick through it for the lead. 

“The people of Europe fall for that 
sort of thing easier than we do over 
here. All superstition dies slowly over 
there. It was good for us to get away 
from it all and come over here, where 
we could think. It keeps rainmakers 
and the like off the payroll. It is a 
fine thing to have made Europe safe 
for democracy, but how much finer 
a thing it will be if we can make it 
safe for horse sense! 

“That is what Europe needs—horse 


sense. The Mormon or somebody of 
that sort leads a few of us astray now 
and then; but on the whole it has been 
good for us to live in these wide, quiet 
places where we could think it over. 
We could not rid Europe of the bunk 
that was afoot in that part of the 
world, but we could flee from it and 
start over again. The result has been 
that after 300 years Europe has come 
to us.

This can 
only mean that we are taking the 
historic route that leads through 
Luxemburg and down the Moselle 
Valley to the Rhine at Coblenz, 
where the Moselle enters the larger 
stream and where Rhine tourists for 
half a century have been called upon 
to note the reluctance of the Moselle 
waters to mingle with those of the 
Rhine, as indicated by the extent to 
which the French waters retain their 
individual color. 

Southward along the road we are 
now following in the gpposite direm 
tion came the army of the German 
Crown Prince in the first days of 
the present war, borrowing the his- 
toric Gulf of Stenay, recently recon- 
quered by the American troops, first 
to enter France. Montmedy, which 
we have occupied; Longwy,; which we 
are to enter today, were fortresses 
blocking the road, and both of them 
were taken after very gallant resist- 
ance, that of Longwy memorable for 
all time, in the first weeks of Au- 
gusty 1914. 

Road Often U by Armies, 

But back of the day of the Crown 
Prince other invading armies have 
borrowed the Moselle-Meuse road to 
invade France. By this route the 
Prussians came to Valmy in the first 
days of the Wars of the French Rev- 
olution and by the same road they 
retired after a defeat which marks 
the beginnig of democracy in Con- 
tinental Europe. By the same road 
came Blucher in 1814 in an invasion 
designed to succeed and to contribute 
to the expulsion of Napoleon from 
France and the capture of Paris by 
the invader, although not until the 
Prussians had been many times de- 
feated and once almost annihilated. 

In 1914, before the war had been 
declared, the Germans crossed the 
frontiers of Luxemburg and occu- 
pied the little principality with its 
capital, which anciently was strong- 
ly fortified, and commanded the road 
to France by the Stenway Gap. 
Then, when the general advance be- 
gan, the Crown Prince came south, 
took Longwy and Montmedy, 
crossed the Meuse, after desperate 
fighting between Stenay and Dun, 
where our troops have recently won 
a great battle, and then pressed 
southward between the Argonne and 
the forts of Verdun.

at the Rhine, Malleterie Says —

PARIS, Monday, Nov. 18.—-The 
battle is terminated. Among the 
salutes rendered to the chiefs of the 
victorious allied soldiers I wish to 
include my supreme homage to the 
last allied soldier who fell on lib- 
erated soil at the moment when fir- 
ing ceased. His name, no doubt, will 
remain unknown, but the last victim 
of the greatest and most murderous 
war ever known will have the final 
joy of knowing that Germany, which 
loosened the war, was about to 
capitulate. 

He will have died victor, while 
many others in the 62 months of the 
war died haunted by fear and 
despair, and depressed by their pow- 
erlessness to avert a_i threatened 
calamity. In these days of joy 4 
think of my conrpanions of August 
and September, 1914, who fell dur- 
ing our retreat, while we shuddered 
lest we be doomed to new defeat; 
and who fell at the Marne in the 
midst of battle, while we were scor- 
ing the victory on which the fate of 
France and the world depended. 

Yet, on the march to the Rhine, 
now freely opened to the French and 
the allied soldiers, let us not forget 
the already distant days of 1914; let 
us remember the fundamental victo- 
ry of the Marne. 

Drama to End tin Rhincland, 


We are going to occupy the Rhine- 
land, that land which has been the 
great area of political strife between 
unified France and imperialistic 
Germany. The world’s -greatest 
drama will have its termination 
there. 

Let it be properly understood in 
America that the barrier of the 
Rhine must be established for the 
security of France and of the land 
on the west of the Atlantic against 
Germany.

AN the art happi 
taught? 

I know a woman who believes that 
it can and that it is just as much 
our duty to teach our children how 
to be happy as to teach them to 
read and write. 

“Happiness,” says this woman, 
“does not consist in some one big, 
overwhelming piece of good _ luck 
that comes to us. It consists in an 
infinite succession of little things in 
which we take pleasure that happen 
to us every day. Nor does happiness 
come to us from the outside. It must 
be born in our own souls. Some of 
the most miserable people I have 
ever known had everything that 
wealth and high position could give, 
while some ofthe happiest peoplel 
have ever met had nothing but their 
own joyous souls. 

“This being true, why can we not 
teach children how to make the 
most of the blessings they have? 
Why can we not teach them a genius 
for little things? Why can we not 
teach them to take the sweet, and 
let the bitter go in life, as we teach 
them to eat the heart of a luscious 
fruit, and throw away th rind? 

“I believe that you can. At any 
rate, I am trying to blaze out the 
trail to happiness for my children, 
and I have begun by teaching them 
to face the world with a smile, and 
to laugh instead of cry. In my house 
no one is permitted to be sulky, or 
grouchy, or moody. When anyone 
appears with a long-drawn, cloudy- 
weather face he is sent to coventry 
by the balance of the family, and is 
made to feel like a pariah. 

“We don’t pity and try to cheer up 
the melancholy one.

“I teach my children hope and op- 
timt7m because we can only achieve 
the things we believe we can do. No 
one in my house is permitted to wet- 
blanket every plan, or to be a raven 
who croaks prophecies of disaster 
at every suggestion, Half of the 
failures in the world are people who 
had their enthusiasm all choked out 
of them in their youth. 

“I teach my children not to take 
things too seriously, and especially 
not to take themselves too seriously. 
That keeps them from being unduly 
puffed up over success, or too much 
cast down by misfortune. If we have 
a windfall we laugh and say we will 
make the most of this, because it 
won'’tlast. If things are going badly 
with us, we shrug our shoulders and 
also laugh, and say that we can en- 
dure it because it won't last. When 
you can once make children grasp 
the fact that there is just as much 
sunshine as rain in a.year, and just 
as much joy as sorrow in life, you 
have given them a philosophy that 
will take them unscathed over all 
the hard places.
